On October 22, 2003, the Federal Election Commission notified your client, Amanda
Delk, of a complaint alleging violations of certain sections of the Federal Election Campaign Act
of 1971, as amended. On September 14, 2004, the Commission found no reason to believe that
Ms. Delk violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(b). On April 17, 2006, the Commission, on the basis of the
information in the complaint and information obtained during our investigation of this matter,
dismissed the allegation made in the complaint that Ms. Delk violated 2 U.S.C. § 441a(a).
